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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
TOMMIE DORA BARKER

The first and only honorary degree ever 
given to a woman by Emory University was 
awarded to Tommie Dora Barker in 1930. 
In conferring the degree, which President 
» Cox said was bestowed for her service to her 
| city, her state, and the South, he described 
Miss Barker as a “student of the cultural 
needs of the public, pioneer in library 
organization in the South, leader in the 
development of professional training for 
librarians.” This description, appropriate 
at the time, is even more applicable now, 
after ten years in which Miss Barker’s 
contribution to the library profession in 
the South has been more and more recog- 
} nized and her influence and leadership have 
| been increasingly far-reaching. 

Miss Barker’s first library position, after 


her graduation from the Library School of 
the Carnegie Library of Atlanta, in 1909, 
was that of Library Extension Assistant 
in the Alabama Department of Archives 
and History at Montgomery. After two 
years there, she was called back in 1911 to 
the Carnegie Library of Atlanta to be Refer- 
ence Librarian and Instructor in Reference 
in the Library School, a position she held 
until 1915. In July of that year, after 
several months as Assistant Librarian, Miss 
Barker was appointed Librarian of the 
Carnegie Library of Atlanta and Director 
of the Library School. Her administrative 
ability, her wide knowledge of library 
techniques and_ professional training 
methods, and her keen interest in all cultural 
and social development made her particularly 
fitted for this position, in which for fifteen 
years she served with outstanding distinc- 
tion. 

The Library School, also, grew under 
her directorship, keeping pace with the 
new standards as they were developed and 
introducing new courses and new techniques 
to meet the need for them. It was largely 
through Miss Barker that connection was 
made in 1925 with Emory University, where 
the Library School has been a graduate 
school of the University since 1930. A 
$100,000 grant from the Carnegie Corpo- 
ration has just been awarded to the Library 
School for endowment. Miss Barker states 
that these enlarged resources will enable 
the School better to serve its area by 
strengthening and expanding its program 
through the further development of elective 
and honor courses, through studies and 
investigations carried on by the faculty 
and through institutes and other forms of 
post-professional training for librarians in 
service. 

Miss Barker resigned from the Atlanta 
Library in 1930 to become the American 
Library Association’s Regional field agent 
for the South, an appointment made under 
a grant from the Carnegie Corporation. 
The purpose of this created office was ‘‘to 
make available . . . the advisory services 
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of an experienced librarian, who knew the 
conditions of the area and who was 
competent to give direction and focus to 
the diverse activities in progress in a rapidly 
evolving library program.” This purpose 
Miss Barker achieved brilliantly in the six 
years of her appointment. Miss Barker’s 
account of her activities and investigations 
was published in 1936 in a stimulating 215- 
page book under the title of Libraries of 
the South: a report on developments, 1930- 
1935. To quote Dr. Louis R. Wilson, then 
president of the American Library Associa- 
tion, from his introduction to the book: 
**. . . Miss Barker has been able to visualize 
the library scene in the South in its true 
perspective. As a result her work has served 
as a unifying force and has given a solidarity 
to the library movement in the South which 
gives promise of going forward with a 
gathering momentum on a wide front.” 


In 1936, at the close of the A. L. A. 
grant, Miss Barker was appointed to her 
present position of Dean of the Emory 
University Library School, an appointment 
fitting and appropriate in every way. The 
six years spent as Field agent of the A. L. A. 
in the section from which, in the main, the 
Emory Library School draws its students 
and sends its graduates, proved an in- 
valuable experience to Miss Barker as Dean 
of the School. In her advisory capacity 
she had the opportunity to know the 
problems and plans for development in 
each of the Southern States and this 
knowledge is reflected in the curriculum of 
the School. 

As adviser for the Rosenwald Fund in 
connection with the Rosenwald County 
Library demonstrations in the South, Miss 
Barker had an unusual opportunity to 
learn at first hand the conditions affecting 
the establishment of rural library service. 
Her interest in this phase of library develop- 
ment has been reflected in a County and 
Regional Library Institute held at the Emory 
University Library School in 1939 when 
library extension workers and county 
librarians from seven Southern states came 
together for a week’s conference on solutions 
for their problems. 

Because of her special knowledge of the 
various phases of library extension, Miss 
Barker was asked to be director of the 
County and. Regional Library Institute 
held at Cincinnati preceding the A. L. A. 
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conference in 1940. In the Library Journal 
for June 15, 1940, an editorial comment of 
the A. L. A. meeting points to this Institute 
as one of the high-lights of the conference. 

Miss Barker has been active in all library 
organizations. She was a leading member 
of the Georgia Library Commission from 
1915 to 1937; she is a member of the 
American Library Association, was elected 
to the A. L. A. Council for 1923-1928 and 
again, 1937-1942, isa member of the A. L. A. 
Library Extension Board and is serving at 
present as chairman of a special committee 
of the A. L. A. on correlating and developing 
citizen interest in libraries. Miss Barker 
is a member of the Georgia Library Associa- 
tion and president, 1920-1921; of the South- 
eastern Library Association and president, 
1926-1928; president of the Association of 
American Library Schools for the year 1939- 
1940; member of the Georgia State Board for 
Certification of Librarians and chairman 
since 1938. 

In addition to her book, Libraries of the 
South, Miss Barker has contributed many 
articles to library periodicals and to other 
magazines.

A CHECK-LIST OF VOLUMES BY LONGFELLOW 


Published in the British Isles During the Nineteenth Century 


By Ciarence GOHDES 


The present work represents the first published effort to list the horde of volumes by Longfellow brought 
out during the past century in England, Scotland, Ireland, and Wales. The compiler readily admits that 
it is incomplete; his guess is that between two-thirds and three-fourths of all the issues or editions are here 
described. All entries in the list are made from the actual holdings of libraries in England and the United 
States, no additions having been made from the English Catalogue or any other bibliographical sources. 

There are obvious inconsistencies in the method of describing the volumes listed here. For example, some 
items include a description of size in centimeters; others do not. Those that do not are recorded in the fashion 
of the catalogue of the British Museum or, in a few cases, of the Bodleian. In many cases the same work 
was issued in various sizes by the publishers, who were frequently merely pirates exploiting Longfellow’s 
popularity for all it was worth. Their method was usually to wait until an authorized firm had brought out 
a new work by the poet and then to include it in a “Complete Poems” or “Poetical Works,” rushing the book 
through the press as quickly as possible to beat competitors. Occasionally title-pages were revamped with- 
out changes or additions to the volume. Such variations in size or other condition have, of course, not all 
been listed here; for copies of these books, for the most part prepared to sell for a shilling or two, have fre- 
quently undergone the usual fate of best-sellers. The compiler has undertaken merely to give sufficient data 
to identify such items as his assistants have located. Such of the works as are first editions have already 
been fully described by Mr. I. A. Brussel or others. 

The arrangement of the material is obvious; the various changes in the name of the house of Routledge 
have not been given; and items described without place of publication are to be considered as brought out 
in London.
